Subsequently, in January, 1860, the Treasurer collected of 
Messrs. Hall & Son $500, leaving still a balance of $1,450 of rent 
unpaid. 

The Committee reported the facts to the Society, and were em¬ 
powered by resolution to settle with the lessee, by taking the 
premises off their hands and assuming the collection of the rents. 
The Treasurer, also, at the same time, was authorized to pay the 
taxes for the years 1858,1859.
